MEL SHEPPARD TO RETIRE. 


Crack Middle Distance Plans te Quit 
Athietics After Annexing a Few 
More Records. 


Melvilie Sheppard, tne Olympic hero 
and all-around smasher of records, is 
going to retire from athietics, but not 
until he has broken four or five more 
records which he has in view. He 
wants to retire as the greatest ath- 
lete in the history of tne world. 

The fact that Sheppard is planning 
a stupendous athletic campaign is 
known; Sheppard has announced that. 
But he has only announced privately to 
friends that he is going to retire from 
tne track and field after he accom- 
plishes his marvelous record. 

On August 23 “Shep” will go after the 
half-mile classic at Poughkeepsie. In 
September he will try to set a new re- 
cord for the mile run. In the mean- 
while he will try to break Lon Meyer's 
records for the 330 and 800 yards.

THE VENOMOUS SERPENTS. 


Snake Cannot Strike Uniess it Be 
Coiled and Cannot Reach More Than 
Its Own Length—Effective Meas- 
ures to Pursue When Bitten by 
Rattlesnake. 


Man is unreasonably afraid of snakes. 
It is rare, indeed, that a person con- 
cerns himself with the classification 


those that are non-venomous, * writes 
Charies Stuart Moody, M.D., in Out-

sion or “pit” back of the nostril. The 
head is triangular, with massive mus- 
cular development of the jaw; the neck 
slender in proportion to size of 
head and body. The body itself is 
quite thick, the skin rough. The pu- 
pil of the eye is elliptical instead of 
being round as in t non-venomous 
snakes. 


HOW TO TELL THE HARMLESS 
SNAKES. 


The harmless varieties, on the other 
hand, are long and siender, the skin 
smooth and shining, the head oval or 
round. If in doubt efter the above, 
the investigator can pin his subject to 
the ground with a forked stick pliced 
just back of the head and examine io. 
teeth. If he finds hanging from the 
upper jaw, or inclined forard -from 


dies, he can be pretty safe in assum- 
ing that his subject is poisonous. 
non-venomous snakes have a dentition 
very much the same as some of the 
smaller rodents, the mice for instance. 
their bite is mot nearly so fatal as is 
popularly supposed. This fact has at 
least two important reasons, viz, sea- 
son and the habits of life of - the 
snake. In the extreme South and in 
midsummer the venom attains its hi¢h- 
est state of virulence. Then the per- 
son fairly struck by @ large rattler is 
in extreme danger, provided the sec- 
ond factor in the equation does not 
intrude, that is, the habits of life. 
BATTLER IS SLUGGISH. 
All venomous snakes, and more 
especially rattlesnakes, are sluggis): 
They do not move rapidly or over great 
distances. Their lethal power is given 
them as a means of procuring food, 
and when once the snake strikes he 
expends practically all the ammuni- 
tion in his arsenal. It requires hours 
afd perhaps days to renew the supply, 
uring which time the serpent is de- 
enseless.

We have before vs an address made to the 
national House of Representatives by Hon. William 
E. Humphrey, a member from the State of Wash- 
ington. ‘The gist of this paper is from the “Report 
of the Royal Commission on Shipping Rings’”’ made 
by a commission appointed on the order of the late 
ing of England. . 

The foreign trade of the United States for the 
year 1910 is estimated at about $3,500,000,000. More 
than 90 per cent. of this business is carried in for- 
eign ships, “at an agreed price fixed, not between 
the shipper and the ship-owner, but a arbi- 
trarily fixed by the different shipping lines them- 
selves without consultation, without any regard 
whatever as to the wishes or desires of the shipper.” 
This commerce of our country is carried by for- 
eign ships “between which there is not the slightest 
competition, but between which there is a mutual 
agreement and. understanding as to the rates that 


traflic,” 

This combination involves all fore ships run- 
ning between the United States and Europe, South 
America, South Africa and the Orient. These are 
“formed into different combinations, conferences or 


ports, and all lines running over the same route or 
that would in any way come into competition are 
formed into one conference. These conferences fix 
the traffic rates for the different lines that compose 


than this, each line agrees that if any outside line 
attempts to enter the trade all the conference lines 
will combine and destroy it.” 

Another agreement between these conferences is 
that they shal! grant what are called “deferred re- 
bates.” This means that after fixed periods, six to 
eighteen months, the lines are to pay back to their 
customers a rebate of from 5 to 20 per cent., 
vided, however, that these customers have 
everything that they require of them.”

SHOCK KILLS. 


ELECTRICIAN MEETS DEATH AT 
QUITTING TIME. 


Fellow-Workman Catches as 
it Falls and Carries It to Ambu- 
lance—He Faints at Receiving Hos- 
pital When informed That His 
Friend Is Dead. 


In his eagerness to leave work and 
get home to his wife and 4-months’- 
old baby, James Robinson, an elec- 
triclan about 22 years of age, grasped 
a trolley wire in the plant of the 
Union Tool Company at No. 545 Mateo 
street, about 6:40 o'clock last night, 
500 volts passing through his body. 
He was hurried to the Receiving Hos- 
pital in the police automobile patrol, 
but life became extinct as he was 
placed on the operating table. . 
; Gustaf Ahlstrom, aged about 28 
rears, also an electrician employed at 
the plant, saw Robinson touch the 
wire, and caught him in his arms as 
he fell. Ahistrom, who is a powerful- 
ly-built man, carried Robinson in his 
arms to the patrol wagon, and later 
from the wagon into the hospital. 
The surgeons examined Robinson 
and pronounced him dead. 

“What's that, doctor?” Ahistrom ex- 
claimed, but before the surgeon could 
repeat ithe remark aAhistrom had 
fainted. He was placed in a cot in 
the ward, but revived within a few 
minutes. 

The men were working on an elec- 
tric crane, and had orders to com- 
plete their task before leaving, They 
stopped the machinery about 6:35 
o'clock and then put it in shape for 
the night. Ahlstrom ieft the crane 
first, and turning to walt for Rob- 
inson saw him receive the shock. 

The trolley which carried power to 


time Robinson touched it carrying a 
seven-horse-power current. Ahistrom 
etated that they forgot to turn the 
switch before sot Sa the crane. 
Though he “work around power 
wires continually. Ahtstrom said Rob- 
Mmson had repeatedly told him that he 
was afraid of them. 
Robinson had: been married about 
two years, and lived in Florence. Ahl- 
strom lives at No. 532 Gladys avenue.
